the last report, of 76 routes, amounting 
to 6,249 miles at a cost ol $1,114,332. 
There has been a decrease in steamboat 
service of five routes, making

miles, and a decrease in cost of $134,- 
054. 
The star-route service shows an 


increase of 409 routes, a decrsase of 
3,949 miles and of cost $364,144. The 
cost of the star service for 1881 was 
$6,957,365, a decrease of 4.97 per cent, 
in cost, compared with the amount ex- 
pended in the year 1S30. 
The appro- 


priation for the year ending June 30 
1882, is $7,900,000, being $942,645 or 
13.55 per cent, in excels of the cost o" 
this service for 1831.

He is in no 
danger except from the hangman's rope, 
and so long as an officer of the law 
stands by his side, no man will imperil 
that officer in his duty by filing a shot 
at the prisoner."

The court directed the marshal to 


place the prisoner where he could have 
a full view of the witness.
